Suffrage for Aſtrology, and wrote in its praiſe : And Expe- 
rievce, in many things, pleads very remarkably tor it; as, 
were it proper for this Place, 1 could Jargely evince. It 
1s therefore much more manifeſt, that there 15 an Ajtrology 
in the World ; than that there is any Fxpers, or Exatt A- 
frologer.
